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URGE PRIORITY FOR INDOCHINA TALKS 


Seek National 


Fuel Policy for 


Coal Industry 


Lewis Shouts 
Opposition to 
Any Wage Decrease 


WASHINGTON CR)—Champions 
of the ailing coal ind u stry - operat­ 
ors and labor—are on record today 
in favor of a national fuel policy 
to protect the nation’s great min­ 
eral resource. 
The plight of the industry, low 
demand, high supply, competition 
from oil, gas and imported residual 
oil, was aired Monday at a confer­ 
ence of governors of coal producing 
states. 
Gov. John S. Fine of Pennsyl­ 
vania called for and got the ideas 
of some fellow governor*, officials 
of coal associations, and John L. 
Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers 
Fine set up a closed meeting of 
governors today to appoint a coni 
mittee to work out solutions of coal 
industry problems and submit them 
to Congress. 
Sen. John Sherman Cooper (R- 
Ky.) announced, meanwhile, that 
soft coal industry’ representatives 
and federal officials will meet hero 
May 8 to discuss the problems in 
Kentucky and other soft coal pro­ 
ducing states. He said Interior Sec­ 
retary Douglas McKay has promis 
cd to attend. 
Lewis Opposes Wage Decrease 
Ten governors, federal officials 
and union and industry leaders are 
taking part in the current confer­ 
ence. .Lewis was the dominate fig­ 
ure at Monday’s meeting He coupl­ 
ed a demand for a national fuel 
policy with a statement that wages 
in the coal industry are not going 
down. 
“There isn’t going to be any ne­ 
gotiated wage decrease in the coal 
industry, bituminous or anthracite.” 
Lewis shouted, “and on that rock I 
place my ebenezer. 
“So we might as well talk about 
ways and means so that the operat­ 
ors can continue to pay the way.’’ 
Lewis jobed at the government's 
action in providing a 100-million 
dollar loan for the European (Dal 
and Steel Authority and dubbed 
“outrageous” the depletion allow­ 
ance Congress has given the do­ 
mestic oil industry. 
Lewis said a national fuel policy 
is needed “to protect the public 
interest so that the industry can 
remain alive in peace time in order 
to exist in war time.” 
Stratton Praises Speech 
He said any national fuel policy 
should provide for the armed forc­ 
es. the chemical industry, the ven­ 
eration of power. 
“ It would be more than a suicid­ 
al policy,” he said, “from the stand­ 
point of national interest to permit 
the present chaos to continue.” 
Russia with its submarines, he 
said, could sink tankers carrying 
oil from Venezuela to the United 
States and from California to other 
coastal states. 
He said if Russia 
pinpointed and destroyed IO big 
oil 
refinery 
centers, 
“America 
would be afoot.” 
Gov William G. Stratton (R ill ) 
said he was “inspired by Lewis’ 
speech,” 
He said he hoped “some 
constructive work could he done 
to provide a healthy coal industry."

OI Accidental 


Death of Price 


Witnesses last night told of the 
suddenness of the blast that took 
the life of Lee Price, Humm Motor 
Co. salesman, back of the garage 
early Friday afternoon. 
They said that Price did not move 
following the barrel explosion, that 
he apparently died instantly. 
The witnesses who testified be­ 
fore an all-woman jury at the in­ 
quest conducted by Coroner Elmer 
M. Gibbons ai the court house were 
Hershel M 
Coleman, garage jam 
tor, and Charles Henry Burnett, 
service 
manager. 
A 
deposition 
from Dr. B 
E. Montgomery was 
read. 
The jury’s verdict was that Price 
died by accident according to the 
evidence. 
Burnett said he saw Price and 
Coleman outside with a couple of 
barrels and heard Price call to 
Fred Black, an employe, to bring 
him an acetylene torch and that 
Black rolled it out to him. He said 
it was lighted and that he (B ur­ 
nett) took it in his hand as Price 
said it wasn’t hot enough. 
Death Instant 
Burnett said he probably started 
to adjust it and the flame appar­ 
ently touched the top of the bar­ 
rel. 
“Just the minute the flame touch­ 
ed the top of the barrel it explod­ 
ed.” Burnett said. 
He said the barrel had contain­ 
ed hydra matic fluid, that Price 
was standing on its south side look­ 
ing north and he was on the other 
side when the blast occurred. 
Coleman said Price had told him 
he wanted some barrels to take 
home 
to use as containers for 
cans; so he got him one and Price 
was going to cut out the head. 
He said he saw the torch brought 
out and that he was about IO feet 
away when the blast occurred. 
Coleman testified that the force 
turned him around and blew off 
his cap 
He looked and saw Price 
lying down. not moving, he said. 
Montgomery's 
testimony 
w a s 
that Price sustained a deep lacera 
lion of the right side of the face 
and head involving the deep bony 
structure and a compound frac­ 
ture of the skull 
In his opinion 
death was instant. 


earthy (R-Wis.) and his. 
Roy M. Cohn, McCarthy’s chief 
conusel, testified under oath that 
he caused the allegedly doctored 
picture to be supplied to hearing 
counsel Ray H. Jankins 
But he asserted he did not see 
the photograph after it had been 
blown up At first he said a third 
person had been cut out of the 
Schine-Stevens photo by the Mc 
earthy staff. Later he said he did 
not know whether or how the pie 
ture was altered 
In any event, 
he said McCarthy himself had noth­ 
ing to do with it,

The session, seventh since the 
hearings started last Thursday, al­ 
so produced: 
I. A statem ent by Stevens that 
he could not personally substan­ 
tiate Army charges that Francis 
P. Carr joined with Cohn and Mc­ 
Carthy in trying to pressure the

into giving

treat­ 
ment to Private Schine 
But he 
said, and 
Jenkins 
agreed, 
that 
C arr should not he absolved as a 
principal until the rest of the Army 
evidence is in. 
2 Cohn said the present hear 
ings are delaying subcommittee in­ 
vestigation of 130 cases of sus­ 
pected Communists in war plants 
Asked why these cases could not 
be turned over to another group, 
Cohn said the McCarthy subcom­ 
mittee had developed them and 
“ are ready to proceed.”

Joint Chiefs Chairman 
To Discuss Crisis 
W ith Eisenhower 


WASHINGTON <W-Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford cam e home from Eu­ 
rope today 
for emergency talks 
with 
President 
Eisenhower 
and 
said he hopes “ the French can 
hold on” in Indochina. 
The chairm an of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff will canvass the Indochina 
crisis with the President and other 
officials. 
Radford 
told 
reporters at the 
airport that he does not have an 
engagement with Mr. Eisenhower 
“ that I know of.” 
But it was learned reliably that 
Radford would meet with Mr. Eis­ 
enhower 
this afternoon after a 
lunch conference with Defense Sec 
ret ary Charles E 
Wilson. 
They were expected to discuss 
a possible new role for the United 
States in Indochina 
The question before policy-mak­ 
ers was, in general, when and how 
far the United States should go to 
save Indochina from Communist 
conquest The gravity of the situa­ 
tion was sharpened by French ap­ 
peals for American air interven­ 
tion at Dien Bien Phil. key French 
outpost which seems likely to fall 
to Red rebel forces at any moment. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
said 
Monday 
that the outcome of the war in 
Indochina was going to be of “ the 
greatest significance for us. possi­ 
bly for a long time to come.” He 
said this is a “ time of great deci­ 
sions ” 
Fresh 
from 
talks 
with 
high 
French and British leaders, R ad­ 
ford expected to hold early confer­ 
ences with President Eisenhower, 
defense officials, and the National 
Security Council 
The adm iral cut 
short his European trip by about 
a week upon hearing grave reports 
on the Indochina situation. 
Defense Secretary 
Charles E. 
Wilson, retired Gen. Jam es A. Van 
Fleet, and Asst. Defense Secretary 
W J McNeil planned to meet with 
Mr Eisenhower this afternoon.

was possible Radford would go to
